UNIVERSITY of Michigan psychologist, Norman Maier, 
has found that rats, when faced by an insoluable prob- 
lem, are subject to severe nervous breakdown, and trom 
this fact a human moral may be drawn Professor Maier con- 
structed two boxes, laid on their sides, the opening to which 
are two pieces of cardboard, one piain white and one marked 
with a black circle Behind the one marked with a circle he 
placed food, and after several days the rat subject to the exper- 
iment found that by knocking down the right cardboard he was 
rewarded by food. After the rat had learned to knock down 
the right cardboard to get his supply of food, the Professor sud- 
denly changed the food to the other box.. The rat, guided by 
habit, persistently jumped at the same door, as before, but find 
ing no food, grew more and more nervous, and finally being 
unable to solve the problem of how to get his food went into a 
nervous breakdown, racing around his cage in bewilderment, 

and finally going into a coma. 

This actioa of the rat, who learned to find his food in one 
certain way, and then bad his means of livelihood upset, which 
produced extreme mental disorder, might be a clue to the huge 
increase of mental insanity among Canadians during the past 
few years of depression, when thousands !ost their norma! way 
of earning a Jivelihood and were up against an insoluable prob- 
lem of how to earn a living. 

It also points to the fact that security is probably the 
most valuable asset in this modern topsy-turvy world. A se- 
cured source of income, even if that income is not so very large, 
is far better than an insecure income far larger. ‘Take, for in- 
stance, the merchants in a small community; they may not 
make as much money as their more prosperous brethren in the 
city, but year after year they are to be found in the same small 
town, living a contented life, knowing that their livelihood, if 
not sufficient to give them every luxury. is at least secure, and 
they do not have to have many worries for the future. On 
the other hand the large city merchant, probably financed by 
stock or by the bank. and who in most cases does not own his 
own stores, is subject to the financial ups and downs that so 
rapidly effect business. He may be doing a great business one 
month, and then comes a change of conditions, a period of de- 
pression, and he is no longer able to pay interest on his loans, 
orthe high rents on his scores, which were set in the days of 
prosperity. Consequently he is soon bankrupt and looking for 
a chance to earn a living elsewhere. He 1s hike the rat. who is 
suddenly robbed of his livelihood. And we know by the num- 
ber of suicides that occurred when the stock market collapsed 
in 1929, how this sudden loss of livelihood and wealth can 
effect men’s sanity. 


The men most likely to avoid the fate of the rat are the men 
on the farms, and in our small towns and villages, who may 
not enjoy every luxury in life, who may not earn huge incomes, 
and who may runinto debt, but year in and year out they live 
a comparatively contented peaceful life —Contributed.
